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City Council discusses 
floating $400,000 bond

Present at Monday’s City 
Council meeting were 
Councilwoman Moro and 
Councilmen Calzola, Grecco 
and Tolerico. Absent were 
Councilmen McDonough, 
McMyne and Leo. 

Managing Director Masco 
asked Council to agree in 
principle to adopt a resolution 
,o consider the floating by the 
city of a $400,000 bond or a tax 
issue as a means of solving 
the city’s pension fund 
payment problems. Council 
agreed that before taking any 
action that a work session and 
a public meeting be held. 
Mrs. Moro stated that she, 
together with an attorney and 
a CPA, have half completed a 
financial plan that will allow 
the city to meet its monthly 
pension fund payments and 
that will provide a surplus 
that will enable the city to pay 
off its present debts -- without 
making any pension cuts and 
without raising property 
taxes. Mrs. Moro asked for 
about a week to complete the 
plan, at which lime, she will 
present it to Council and the 
administration. 

Mr. Calzola asked that 
Ordinance No. 16 for the year 
1977 be enforced, suggesting 
that the Pennsylvania Gas 
and Water Company was not 
correctly repairing the 
streets following repairs. Mr. 
Calzola proposed, in addition, 
that an emergency ordinace 
be passed, for the protection 
of drivers of automobiles and 
of children, that would reduce 
the speed limit to 15 mph on 
Eleventh Avenue near 

Russell Park between the 
months of April and Sep¬ 
tember. The ordinance 

passed. 

Mr. Grecco brought to the 
attention of the ad¬ 

ministration the motorbike 
problem in the Scott Street 
area; in addition, he asked 
that the possibility of in¬ 
stituting one-way traffic on 
Scott Street be considered as 
a means of solving some of 
(he traffic problems in that 
area of town. 

Mr. Tolerico asked Mr. 
Masco for a report on the 
Community Developemt 
office, stating that that office 


was a “hang out.” Mr. 
Tolerico stated: “I come into 
this building 90 times a month 
and I’ve never caught him 
(Jimmy Spall) working yet.” 
Mr. Masco reported that Mr. 
Spall was presently working 
on the Small Cities and Rehab 
-- both of which are on-going 
programs. 

Mr. Grecco stated that he 
would like to see the city 
obtain twenty to twenty-five 
(lags, to be attached to the 
poles on Main Street during 
holidays such as Flag Day 
and July 4th. 

Susan Stephens asked Mr. 
Masco if there would be more 
police protection in town for 
the Carbondale Area 
graduation than there was for 
the Lakeland graduation on 
June 10. Ms. Stephens stated: 
“On June 10, at 10 o’clock at 
night, between the Ben-Mar 
and City Hall, I saw a guy 
with a knife, I saw baskets 
being tipped over, and I saw 
kids throwing beer bottles 
from trucks." Ms. Stephens, 
in addition, asked why the 
city’s aerial truck was 
recently in Olyphant being 
used to repair a church 
steeple. Mr. Masco reported 
ihat the truck was being used 
Yd make repairs to the 
Olyphant borough building 
and not a church. 

Ervin Chubb brought to the 
attention of the city the 
problem of the garbage 
dumping from East Garfield 
back -- from Lincoln Avenue 
towards the Artesian Well on 
the old railroad bed. Mr. 
Chubb, in addition, pointed 
out that motorbikes are 
getting out of hand in that 
same area of town. Thirdly, 
Mr. Chubb pointed out that 
there is a problem with 
blocked catch basins in the 
East Garfield area. 

Donald Lynady also 
brought up the problem of 
motorbikes in Carbondale, 
especially in the Russell Park 
area. He stated: “They're 
running around like a bunch 
of madmen on these 
motorbikes, and they are 
unlicensed and not in¬ 
spected.” 

Peter Judge brought to the 
attention of the city the brush 
problem in the area of Spring 
and Brook Streets, and asked 
that the brush be cut down.
